Tae House of Lords bas held its own 
for » good mavy generations, aud its 
position is still pretty secure, but it 
naturally gots into hot water occa- 
sioually. There is no doubt that the 
rejection of the Irish Registration Bill 
was a proceediug more in accordance 
with the practice of a jack in office 
than of a staid assembly of noblemen, 
bat there is as little doubt that the 
remarks of Mr. Forster were out of 
place in aspeech by one of Her Majesty's 
ministers. 

At this distance we can look with 
calmness on questions which excite 
strong party feeling at Home, but we 
cannot fail to take an interest in matters 
affecting the Government of Great 
Britain, and it is clear that a serious 
conflict between the two Houses of 
Parliament very nearly resulted from 
their action towards the end of the 
late session. That a certain amount 
of popular feeling should be aronsed 
when the House of Lords throws ont 
@ measure strongly supported by a 
considerable section of the public is 
natural enough, bat it is usual for each 
branch of the legislature to treat the 
other respect. It was of course 
the rejection of the Compensation for 
Disturbance Bill which raised the 
wrath of the Irish party. Whatever 
one may think of the bill as it went 
to the Upper House, one can under- 
stand the feelings of disappointment 
and even of anger which its rejection 
caused to ifs supporters, but one 
cannot so well anderstend Mr, Forster’s 
remarks on the course which the 
Goverumweut intended to take with 
regard to evictious. He said they 
would support the law, but if the law 

were the means of inflicting injustice, be 
would uot be its instrament. Anything 
savouring of legislation by one House 
has always been condemued, but this 
apparent threat of a minister to enact 
on his own responsibility a sort of 
modified Compensation for Disturbanco 
‘ll, to replace one which had been 
deliberately rejected, is, we think, quite 
new. If Mr. Forster merely meant 
that be would sooner resign than 
administer laws of which he did not 
approve, we should have thought it was 
hardly necessary to make the statement. 

















It was ata later date, however, that his 
most reprehensible statement was made, 
When the Appropriation Bill came on 
for a second reading, Mr. Parnell pro= 
posed that a clause relating to registra- 
tion of Irish voters should be inserted. 
This, of course, was impossible. Such 
a thing, as the Speaker lately said, 
had uot beon dono for 150 years. 
The Commons have long insisted on 
their sole .right to institute taxation, 
and it is admitted to be an infringement 
of the rights of the Lower House for the 
Upper Honso to modify a money bill, 
Tt must be more than twenty years, if 
our memory serves us, since the House 
of Lords rejected a proposal to reduce 
the daty on tea, aud the Commons 
declared that this was equivalent to an 
imposition of taxes by the House of 
Lords, but as the money happened 
to come in very opportunely to meot 
some unexpected expenses, the diffi- 
culty was got over by letting the 
Lords have their own way in a 
slightly different form. As a rule, 
however, the Upper House has always 
allowed the Commons to arrange these 
matters, reserving to themselves the 
right only of accepting or rejecting 
the money bills exactly as they stand, 
but Mr. Parnell ought to know well 
enough that it is a sine gud non that 
when the Commons send up money 
bills they should be money bills pure 
and simple. Tho system of tacking 
obnoxious provisions to money bills was 
not unknown in earlier times, with a 
view to placing the Lords in tho 
awkward position of assonting to what 
they disapproved of, or throwing the 
finances of the country into coufusion, 
It is nob many years since the same 
practice was carried into effect in one 
of our Australian Colonies, but it is 
manifest that the practice is unfair to 
au outrageous extent, and could only 
end iu the Upper House demanding aud 
obtaining power to alter and amend 
monoy bills. 

But while Mr. Forster opposed tho 
suggestion to tack, he made the extra. 
ordinary statement that if the House 
of Lords coutinued to act as it had 
done lately, there might be good reason. 
for altering its constitation. The 
British Coustitution is not like the laws 
of the Medes and Persians. It lives 
and flourishes because from time to 
time such changes creep in as the 
manners and customs of the period 
require, but it is impossible to look 
upon Mr. Forster's remarks in this caso 
as any thing but a threat to the 
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members of the presont House of 
Lords, that if they did not act as the 
Commons wished, there was trouble in 
store for them. Such a proceeding is 
utterly unworthy of anyone holding an 
official position, and cannot be too 
strongly deprecated. 

But we wonder what is the nature 
of the changes which Mr, Foster would 
propose. Would he like to copy the 
Senate of some other country? If so 
he might have mentioned the country 
where the consideration of the Upper 
House for the views of the Lower, we 
will not say exceeds, buteven approaches, 
that shown by our own House of Lords. 
Tf he were to try to introduce some 
clement representing, or supposed to 
ropreseut, more closely the views of the 
people, ho could not hope that the two 
Houses would always agree, any more 
than he could hope for all resolutions 
to be carried unanimously in the Com- 
mons, and so far as the new element 
had any real power, so far would he 
deprive himself of any argument in 
favour of the Upper Honso sinking its 
opinion on any point in deferonce to 
the Lower. 

In trath it appears to us that there 
is no possible form of Upper House so 
well suited to submit with dignity to 
the views of the Lower House when 
occasion requires, as a house composed 
of hereditary mombers. 

To the reiterated demands of the 
nation, as expressed by their representa- 
tives in the House of Commons, it is 
impossible in the end to refuse usseut, 
but it would bo straying a long way 
from the truth to say that every act, 
as passed by the Commous, is strictly in 
accordance with national wishes. Time 
after time, the Lords have done good 
service by rejecting proposals which 
future consideration showed to be 
impolitic. They have doubtless made 
some mistakes aud may do so again, 
but it appears to us to be inexcusable, 
while party feeling is still at fever heat, 
for a responsible Minister of the Crown 
to declare that they have acted 
improperly in any particular case, aud 
to threaten them in consequence. 

It would bo a sorry day for England 
if the Lords wore reduced to the iguoble 
position of giving a formal assent 
to every proposal of the Commons, and 
it would be quite as bad if the agitators 
for change were to coustruct a new 

_ House of such a character that it might 
say to the Commons, “ we are as much 
representatives of the people as you, 
and no matter what confusion be the 
result, not by one jot or one tittle, will 
we modify our views to bring them 
into accordauce with yours.”

Mutsu Hito, the Mikado of Japan, the 
M.B. Co.'s steamer Hiroshima Maru and 
the Mitsui Bussan Kaishia Co's steamer 
Hideyoshi Maru were “dressed,” and extra 
bunting was displayed at the Japanese 
Consulate-General and the Mitsu Bishi 
Co.'s office. 

Lieutenant the Hon. Francis R. 
‘Sandilands (1872) has been selected for the 
command of the Mosquito gunboat, on the 
China Station, vice G. A. G. Grey, whose 
period of service has expired.- Lieutenant 
James H. Corfe (1868) has been selected 
for the command of the gunboat Moorhen 
on the China Station, rice Carey, whose 
period of service has expired. 

The installation of the following oftice- 
bearers for the Ancient Landmark Lodge, 
M.C., took place on Tuesday ovening at the 
Masonic Hall :—Bro. F. W. Galles, W.3L; 
Bro. G. A. Rohl, S.W.; Bro. G. L. Skinner, 
J.W.; Bro. J. S. Shadgett, Treasurer ; W. 























Bro. D. ©. Jansen, Secretary ; Bro. D. T. 
Black, S.D.; Bro. C. Brown, J.D.; Bro. 
T, Hore, Tyler. BR. W. Bro. Thorne, 
R.W.D.G.M. of Northern China, E.C., 
who was accompanied by all his officers, 
performed the installation ceremony in 
the presence of between seventy and 
eighty brethren. 

‘Had the Consul for Portugal acceded 
to the request of the Municipal Council 
to close the race lottery conducted by 
Mx. F. R. Martins, at the comer of Nan- 
king and Kiangse Roads, it is certain 
that the disturbance that occurred there 
on Tnesday morning would not have hap- 
pened. It seems that in the issue of 
the Shénpao on Monday morning, a notice 
appeared to the effect that if those 
persons who had bought chances in the 
lottery would apply at the lottery office 
between ten and twelve o'clock on Tuesday, 
their money would be returned, but 
that no money would be refunded after 
twelve o'clock. Accordingly at 10 o'clock 
on Tuesday, the establishment was sur- 
rounded by a large crowd of Chineso, 
who, on finding that their expectations 
as to the return of their money wero 
not likely to be fulfilled, made an attack 
on one of Mr. Martins’ assistants, who 
would no doubt have been seriously in- 
jured, but for the timely arrival of a police 
officer, ‘The clothes of another friend 
of Mr. Martins’, who was in the shop at the 
time, wore also torn, Several panes of glass 
were broken in the door, and the Chineso 
proprietor of the shop was dragged outside, 
and his clothes also received rough treat- 
ment, Other members of the Police force 
had by this time arrived, and the leaders 
of the disturbance proceeded to the Police 
Station, where it was pointed out to them 
that it was in the highest degree improbable 
that a genuine offer would be made of such 
a nature, as it was direotly opposed to 
custom for unsuccessful speculators in 
lotteries to have their money refunded, 
We understand that the claims of some 
of the prize-winuers had been paid in 
full on Monday, and these payments were 
continued on the following day. The 
first prize of $1,000 was paid toa Cantonese 
woman. Mr. Martinsstates that alladvertise- 
ments sent by him to the Shénpao have 
borne the “ chop” of the carpenter in whose 
shop the lottery office was located, and that 
in answer to his enquiries at the office of 
that journal, he was told that the advertise- 
ment referred to above, which no doubt 
originated the disturbance, had been 
handed in with the sum of 300 cash, by 
a shoomaker, who was, however, unknown 
there.—In the afternoon one enterprising 
individual was arrested for trying to 
obtain a prize by moans of a ticket, the 
number of which had been altered. 

On Thursday evening a member of the 
out-door Customs staf, named J. W. B. 
Bennett, was drowned at Hunt's Wharf. Ho 
was leaving the s.s. Paladin, and was going 
to step on the plauk connecting the vessel 
swith the Wharf, when his foot slipped on 
‘the round edge of her side and he fell into 
‘the water. We understand that Mr. Mar- 
shall, of the engineering firm of Messrs. 
‘Marshall, Marsh & Co., at Hongkew, dived 
after him, having a rope secured round 
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his waist, but without avail. The un- 
fortunate Customs officer never rose again. 
‘We aro informed that he was well-connected 
in England, and that ho had only been 
in the service fifteen days whon he came 
to his untimely end, His body was 
recovered on Tuesday and an inquest was 
‘opened on the following day, a report of 
which will be found in another column. 

A Chinaman was brought up at the Mixed 
Court on Thursday charged with being 
in the possession of thirty bags of spurious 
tea, and also of twenty cavalry pistols, for an 
unlawful purpose, ‘The prisoner said that 
he was not the owner of the property, but 
that the “tow” and firearms belonged to the 
occupier of the house in which they were 
found, ‘Tho case was romanded for the 
appearance of this individual, who has 
already been fined twice by the Court for 
tho illegal possession of firearms, It is 
believed that a considerable number of 
weapons are being bronght here in small 
lots and sent to the North in packages 
of goods, &e. 

Mr G, P, Blethen, of the firm of Messrs. 
8, 0, Farnham and Co,, appeared at the 
Mixed Court on Tuesday morning to prose- 
cute six men in the employ of his firm for 
committing an assault upon the “head 
man” set over them. It appears that the 
prisoners aro members of tho Ningpo guild 
of carpenters, and the “head man” had 
employed some men who were not members 
of the same guild, On Sunday the six 
prisoners, and four others not at present 
under arrest, went to his house at ‘ Leo” 
Hongkew, and beat him severely with 
clubs, Mr, Blethen stated that the man 
was now laid up in bed from the effects of 
the treatment he had received, and that 
he was in terror of his life because of the 
threats that had been held out to him, The 
case was remanded for a week, and as the 
prisoners were being removed from before 
the Magistrate, a number of men in the 
Court, members of their guild, actually 
had the audacity to attempt a rescue from 
the Police, setting up a truly hideous 
Celestial yell as they rushed forward. 
‘heir efforts wero unavailing, however, and 
the prisoners will appear before the Court 
next Tuesday. 

Sergeant Skinuer, who was so badly 
wounded and bitten on the 27th August 
last by the Manilaman, Saturnino Ferrares, 
has had to submit to the operation of 
having one of his fingers amputated. The 
finger was bitten to the bone during the 
scufle, and was found to be poisoned. 

‘The L. & C, Express hears that Captain 
T. ©. S. Speedy, of Abyssinian repute, late 
Superintendent of Police, Straits Settle- 
ments, and guardian of the late Prince 
Alomayo, son of King Theodore, has pro- 
ceeded to China, witha view to entering the 
Chinese service, in the event of war. 

Writing under date of 12th September, the 
St, Petersburg correspondent of The Times 
says :— The Marquis Tséng is still here, 
but it is not thought that his departure 
will be long deferred. Shaou Tajen, 
Secretary to Ch’ung How’s Embassy, and 
‘until the Marquis Tséng’s arrival, Chargé 
Affaires, leaves for China to-day. It is 
now believed that Admiral Lessofsky carried 
out with him diplomatic powers, and that 
he and M, Butzow will conduct the Russian 














case at Peking. In well-informed quarters 
the necessity of removing the venue to 
Peking is much questioned, it being stated 
that, provided the Russian Government 
bases its case on right instead of might, 
the Marquis Tséng could have given them 
all thoy are likely to obtain by negotiating 
with the Chinese Government direct. If, 
on the contrary, they depend on force, or 
tho result of menace, they were quite right 
in going to Peking. A uaval demonstra- 
tion before Taku may patch up a settle- 
ment, but a commercial treaty onght not 
only to be sigued, but in order to be 
cordially carried out, it ought also to be 
convenientand agreeable toboth contracting 
parties.” 

‘The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Wiener Abenpost states that military pre~ 
cautions are still being taken for the 
eventuality of war with China, From 
10,000 to 12,000 men are being concen- 
trated in the Kuldja district, under com- 
mand of General Kulakoffski, An army, 
equal in number, is under command of 
General Abramoff, in Khokand, on the 
frontier of Kashgar. General Kauffman 
lately inspected these troops, but has since 
returned to Tashkend. The Mussulmans 
in tue above-mentioned districts are said to 
be favourably disposed towards tho Rus- 
sians and hostile to the Chinese, in con- 
sequence of the cruel treatment experienced 
at the hands of the latter. The Russian 
Government is so sure of the fidelity of 
the Mussulmans that they have released 
Nasred Din, ex-Khan of Khokand, who was 
relegated to the town of Nijni-Novgorod, 

Messrs. Boyd & Co. having constructed 
a new pontoon about 195 fect long for 
Heard’s Wharf, it was towed there yester- 
day afternoon by the steam-tug Fokelin, 
and placed in position, greatly to the 
improvement of the river frontage there. 

Tho steamship Hankow, well-known in 
China, has been engaged, says the 
China Mail, to fill the gap in the “Ducal” 
line caused by the loss of the steam- 
ship Duke of Lancaster, She left London 
for Galle with cargo to tranship for Aus- 
tralia; thence she ran up to Colombo, 
and afterwards to Madras. 

Capt. Mitchell, of the China Shipowners’ 
Association’s ship Martha, caught a large 
grey albatross by means of a hook and line 
when about 5,000 miles from Shanghai. 
When captured, it measured twelve feet 
eight inches between the tips of the 
wings, A sort of “trophy” ten feet 
eight inches wide has been made of the 
8, head, feet aud tail. Yesterday 
morning it was in the ofiice of Messrs. 
Morris & Co., the Agents of the Association. 

‘The China Mai notes the arrival at 
Hongkong of thes.s. Deronshire, 1,512 tons, 
Capt. A. McGachen, from London, é&c. 
‘This steamer is one of the “ Oriental” line, 
owned by Messrs. G. Marshall & Co., of 
Philpot Lane, London, but chartered by 
Messrs. Bushley &Co., who, the Afail under- 
stands, purpose putting eight steamships 
upon the line between London, Hongkong, 
Shanghai, Yokohama and Hiogo. The 
two steamships Castillaand Gulley of Lorne, 
which have been out on this trip before, 
are tio of the same line. Messrs Russell 
& Co. are the agents at Hongkong. 




















‘The barque Leeyih left the Old Dock on 
Tuesday morning, flying the British flag. 
She arrived here on the 12th ultimo from 
Burrard’s Inlet, under the Hawaiian 
flag, being then called the Mattie Macleay. 
She was built at Hartlepool in 1857, and 
shortly afterwards was known as the French 
banque Clara Louise. After having been 
transferred to the Liberian flag, sho 
sailed under that of Hawaii, and her 
name became Muttie Macleay. She has 
now become the property of Messrs, 
Morris and Co., having been bought 
privately by that firm, hence the change 
of her name. 

The British schooner Ludu, for which 
Mr. Nils Mller is agent here, left New- 
chwang on the 20th ult. for Canton with 
a “general” cargo, and put in here on 
Tuesday, as we are informed, “in 
distress.” Wo hear that sho is to dis 
charge her cargo and to go into Messrs. 
Boyd & Co.'s New Dock for re From 
what we consider a reliable source, wo 
learn that the Law was originally one of the 
American “ninety-day” gunboats, About 
three years ago she changed owners, and 
at that time Captain Tucker would only 
‘pass her for poles.” We understand that 
about tivo years ayo sho struck on a rock 
in going down the Foochow river, and, after 
being beached, she went into dock and had 
het copper sheathing removed. 

Messts, Adamson, Bell aud Co, havo 
kindly placed at our disposal the following 
telegram, which they havo received from 
Penang, vid Hongkong :— Brecon run into 
and sunk Braemar, in ten fathoms—latter 
at anchor.” We take the telegram to mean 
that the steamer Breconshire has run into 
and sunk the Braemar Castle while she was 
at auchor. Both steamers were outward 
bound from London. The Braemar Castle 
called at Penang on the 23rd ult, to dis- 
charge cargo and repair her piston. Tho 
Breconshire had also cargo to discharge 
at Penang, and wo presume that sho was 
entering or leaving the harbour when the 
collision occurred. Both vessels are well 
known on the coast, aud the accident will 
be generally regretted. 

The M.B. Co.'s steamer Hiroshima Marw 
arrived at Wousung on Thursday morning 
between eightaudnineo'clock, and her mails, 
we understand, reached the postal agency 
about 10 p.m., when it was considered too 
late to deliver them, aud distribution was 
delayed until the next morning. We think 
the public is entitled to somo explanation of 
the cause of the delay, which, occurring 
just before the Race holidays, is doubly 
vexatious. It is quite within the bounds of 
possibility, too, that it may be found to havo 
been productive of something more serious 
than mere inconvenience to some mer- 
cantile establishments, as the English mail 
closed on ‘Thursday night. Had the delivery 
of the mails not taken place till late in tho 
afternoon, the cxse would haye been bad 
enough, but that they should not be 
distributed until the morning after the 
departure of the European mail, and 24 
hours after the arrival of the steamer at 
Woosung, is au occurrence that we hope 
will not soon happen again.

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THE TEA TRADE. 

Tue dispute between Mr. Major and 
tho Yik Keo tea hong, to which we 
referred some timo since, was ouly the 
first muttering of the storm which has 
broken out in the letter addressed by 
the Shanghai Tea Guild to the Chair- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
published by us a week ago. In 
it the Guild, which we believe includes 
most, if not all, of the prominent native 
tea-merchants, makes three complaints ; 
first, that teas are often unjustly 
weighed ; second, that the weighing is 
often deferred for a long time after the 
dato of purchase; third, that payment 
is often unreasonably delayed after 
weighing; and the teamen add that 
they are constantly exercised by the 
doubt whether the tens are covered by 
fire insurance while they are lying 
unpaid-for in the buyer’s godown. ‘The 
Guild proceed to propose to the 
Chamber the adoption of four rales 
which should be considered binding on 
buyers: first, that teas should bo 
honestly weighed by a standard scale ; 
second, that all tea should be weighed 
within at least two weeks from 
purchase; third, (a rule which at 
present exists), that teas should be 
paid for at latest on the day after 
weighing ; fourth, that tea should be 
at the buyer's risk immediately it 
is dolivered into the buyer’s godown. 
And farthor the Guild proposes that 
all disputes should be referred to 
two arbitrators, with power to appoint 
an umpire, one arbitrator to be named 
by the Chamber of Commerce aud the 
other by the Tea Guild. As neither 
the Tea Guild nor the Chamber of 
Commorce has the power of enforcing 
theso or any rules that may be agreed 
on, their adoption must be left to the 
consent of those interested, aud we 
propose therefore to consider their 
reasonableness, 

Comments bave already been made on 
them in our colamns by a valued corre. 
spondent, whose opinions we proceed to 
summarise. His first objection is that 
the Tea Guild is an unrecoguised associa- 
tion, which it practically is not, for 
most buyers know its constitution, and 
many have had dealings with it, It 
undoubtedly acts illegally when it acts 
in restraint of trade; but itis certainly 
® convenience that each large trade 
should have its association with a 
committee empowered to speak for the 
individaal members, and to regulate 
and give sanction to the customs 
of tho “trade, and in this stage it 
is justas legal as the Chamber of Oom- 
merce itself, while it has, fortuuately, 
much more authority over its members. 
And wo are glad to know that tho 
Chamber of Commerce has not refused 
to consider its letter on the ground of 
want of knowledge of the association. 

Our correspondent denies that “cut. 
ting” in the weighing of tea is a general 
or constant thing, and we hope that be 





is right, but most buyers here and in 
Hankow know perfectly well that if 
not constantly, it occurs far too often, 
and we have ourselves seen a letter 
from London, in which the writers, 
large tea importers, complain that while 
some of the teas they receive gain 
three to five pounds a half-chest, their 
correspondents’ shipments barely come 
out. It is little excuse for the practice 
of injustice here to say that it is forced 
upon the buyer by the English con- 
signees’ cry for “good weights.” Woe 
venture to say that until the custom 
is established and agreed upon by both 
parties, it is dishonest even to cut the 
one pound draft which the seller has to 
allow in London; and our correspondent 
almost admits that it is the endeavour 
to secure this ‘cut’ which has led 
unscrupulous weighers to still farther 
squeezing. The alternative rules 
suggested by one correspondent are 
sufficiently harmless, and hardly need 
recapitulation. 

That some action would be taken 
on the Tea Guild’s letter was certain, as 
there are a largo number of foreigners 
who support the Guild in the matter. 
The disadvantage at which the honest 
buyer is placed, by the present con- 
dition of affairs, is obvious ; the better 
weight he gives, the more the ‘cutting’ 
buyer is able to undersell him. The 
man who pays Tis. 40 a picul for 
his tea, and squeezes five per cent, 
can sell in London about a penny a 
ponnd cheaper than tae buyer who 
pays the same prico and gives tho 
just weight. Just as in Foochow, 
the buyer on credit fixes the price for 
the buyer for cash, and has then the 
advantage of the credit, so the ‘ squeez- 
ing" buyer in Hankow fixes the price for 
the honest weigher, and then makes a 
profit more or less considerable before 
tho tea leaves his godown. It is partly 
on this ground, aud partly because the 
action of some houses throws an 
undeserved reproach on the whole trade, 
thnt,as we understand, several foreiguers 
are supporting the teamen in urging a 
settloment of the question. It is rejoined 
that the teaman has always the option 
of demanding bnck his tea if he is 
dissatisfied with the weights; but to a 
teaman it appears a tedious and trouble. 
some business to seek redress at the 
Consulate; meanwhile, Hankow is a 
market in which prices often fall five 
per cont. ina day, and a tea is depre- 
ciated at once if it is known that it 
has already been rejected by one buyer, 
whatever the cause. Meanwhile, it is the 
obvious duty of the foreign merchant 
to weigh honestly, and we trust that 
the Chamber of Commerce will succeed 
in devising some regulation to this end. 

The second proposed rule seems to 
us perfectly fair. Where tea is bought 
for export, a fortnight is certainly time 
enough in which to ship it. -Where it 
is bought for local speculation, the onus 
of financing it stiould certainly fall on 
the speculator, not on the seller. 

Itis more than five years, as the Guild 
itself points ont, since it was made 





enstomary to pay for tea the day after 
weighing, and this rule we believe is 
generally observed. Whoro it has been 
broken, the teaman, must more or less. 
willingly have agreed to the infraction, 
his remedy beiug very simple. It is 
often, we believe, a very inconvenient 
rule, bat its inconvenience is compen- 
sated by the discount allowed to tho 
buyer in cousideration of the prompt 
payment. 

‘The question of insurance is a more 
difficult matter. It is, we understand, 
a fact that the majority of the teamen 
do not insure their goods while in their 
own premises, and their teas aro 
certainly better cared for and less 
liable to fire in foreign godowns, ‘This 
point we are induced to think it would 
be safer to leave in each case to the 
parties when the transaction is made, 
On the whole, we consider the proposed 
rules moderate and reasonable, and only 
regret that the necessity for them has 
arigen, 








FUTURE PROTECTION AGAINST COMMUNICABLE 
DISEASES, 
How commnnicable disoases originated 
we shall probably never know. By 
whatever freakish or fortuitous con- 
course of atoms the poisons of small. 
pox, scarlet fever and other pestilential 
maladies were first generated, the facts 
which practically concern the world 
are that they actually exist, that they 
are always aud almost everywhere 
active, that attempts to shut them out 
are often unavailing, and that often 
also every effort proves fruitless to 
arrest their ravages when they take 
root in an individual or among a 
community. Against small-pox alono 
is there a seldom-failing protection. 
When a child is successfully vaccinated, 
we can count with little short of 
absolute coufidence on its exemption 
for a very considerable time from tho 
onslaught of small-pox, and with perfect 
confidence on the mildness of tho 
attack should exemption not prove to be 
complete, Few who, since Jenner's day, 
have thought of the subject at all, have . 
not wished that some discovery akin to 
that of Jenner should prove the means 
of sheltering society from ono or moro 
of the remaining. malndies in the group 
of which amall-pox is the type. Ibis only, 
however, within the last six months that 
some faint promise of such a discovery 
has been given, and even this amounts 
to nothing more than a suggestion of 
a possibility where previously all seomed 
to be hopeless. It is the general belicf 
that small-pox in the human being and 
cow-pox in the cow are the same 
disease under different forms, that 
vaccinia bas arisen out of small-pox, and 
is maintained in existence by small. 
pox, but that once transplanted to the 
cow, the small-pox poison undergoes 
such modifications as lower its viralonce, 
without changing its power of altering 
the human tissue elements in the same 
manner as small-pox alters them though 
with less explosive violeuce. Thus 
after vaccination when small-pox 
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attempts @ burglarions entrance into 
the economy, there is nothing left for 
it to appropriate to its own uses, and 
it passes on to somebody who has 
remained unprotected. ‘These views 
have been abundantly discussed aud 
traversed, and opinions directly opposed 
to them have been put forward by 
pathologists, who nevertheless maintain 
with equal energy the practice of 
vaccination, while supporting it on 
different grounds, But without enter- 
ing into any discussion on these points, 
we may accept the hypothesis given 
above as that which is most commonly 
held, as at all events a good working 
hypothesis, to be saodified of course 
should sufficient evidence be brought 
against it, and as the one which yields 
the most hope that either by traus- 
plantation to avimals or by other menus, 
the ‘molecular constitution of other 
contagious poisons may be so altered 
ag to render those poisons themselves 
their own romedy. There is a certain 
disease known as choléra des poules, 
which attacks barn-door fowl with such 
violence, and is s0 excessively contagious 
that, as a rate, when one bird is attacked 
the whole poultry-pen is swept clean. 
Some years ago, Moritz, a votorinary 
surgeon of Haute-Alsnce, suggested 
the probability that this malady was 
due to a microscopic organism, but it 
was not until 1878 that Peroncito, of 
Turin, succeeded in discovering .tho 
living onnse of the disease, while it was 
reserved for Toussaint of ‘oulouse to 
isolate the body and cultivate it arti- 
ficially. This artificial calture dates 
from last year only, and the cultivating 
fluids used by Toussaint preserved 
the organism in its full virulence. 
M. Pastour now appeared on the scene. 
After many experiments he found that 
cultivation could be successfally carried 
out in various fluids, but that when 
chicken broth neutralised with potash 
was employed, © curions change came 
over the organism. Its development 
was somewhat retarded, but micro- 
scopicaliy the matured result was iden- 
tical with the germs otherwise culti 
or derived from victims of the dis 
Its nature, however, had been pro- 
foundly modified. Inoculated upon 
healthy fowls it produced more or less 
severe illness, but not death, while at 
the same time it rendered the blood and 
other tissues refractory to the poison in 
ita natural state. “In a word,” to 
quote M. Pasteur, “the altered organism 
is to the infective organism what 
vaccinia “is to smallpox.” It has 
been observed that some fowls resist 
completely the natural virus when once 
inoculated with fluid containing the 
cultivated germs, while others require 
two or three inoculations in order to 
seoure complete protection, Other 
recent investigations point in the same 
direction, Results are not as yet well 
worked out, but it is likely to be 
established that splenic fever (charbon) 
poison when modified by defibrination 
of the blood containing it, and by hent- 
ing of the remaining fluid to 55° C,, is, 


























when inoculated npon sheep and dogs, 
protective against the natural malady. 
‘M. Toussaint, who announces this 
discovery, finds however that a con. 
siderable number of inoculations are 
necessary before immunity is secured. 
One important point remains still in 
doubt, namely whether the modified 
disease in both the cases mentioned 
can be transferred from animal to 
animal while still preserving its virtues. 

Bearing all this in mind, we may 
perhaps auticipate a period when 
infants will be put through a long 
series of modified diseases which shall 
protect them from the winged and wan 
array:of enemies that now lie in wait 
for them at the varions stages of 
adolescent and adult life. But we may 
be sure that even then people will go 
on dying just as they do at present. 
There are many other ways of dying 
as effectual as the eruptive fevers, aud 
though these latter should be eliminated, 
the rash and stress of modern life 
would supply inuumerable successors 
quite as formidable. 








A BONAPARTE IN WESIMINSTER ADBEY. 
Mu, Swixnorwe bas, in bis lately pub- 
lished Songe of the Springtides, let himself 
out with extraordinary veliomenco on 
the vexed subject of the Westminster 
monument to the Prince Imperial of 
France, ‘The vials of his wrath are 
poured upon “the poisonous race” of 
the Bunapartes, as perhaps is only 
uatural when he took up the subject 
at all, but his most concentrated gall 
is reserved for Dean Stanley. He 
represents tho elect of all Eugland’s 
dead rising from their dishallowed 
graves, and as each divine veiled figure 
esonpes from the profaned sanctuary, 
he puts in its mouth this apostrophe :— 


Scorn everlasting and eternal shame 

Eat out the rotting record of his na 
y 1 glory of all these graves 
it toa hissing. His offence 

their desecrated dust 

‘Whose place is here no more. Let us go 
hence. 


‘This is virulence with a vengeance. 
It can hardly be denied that Dean 
Stanley deserved all ho received in the 
way of hostile m, and probably 
even this final castigation. For, in fact, 
the only important thing that came 
with unquestionable novelty and clear- 
ness out of the whole bitter controversy 
was the inadvisability, nay the absurd- 
ity, of confiding to the irresponsible 
charge of any single man the one 
building which, with its sacred contente, 
is above all others the shrine, the symbol 
and the record of England’s glory and 
greatuess. However, the voice of the 
nation was heard too distinctly, and the 
ill-advised scheme, in spite of Court and 
courtly supporters, has happily beon 
abandoned. Yet there is nobody but 
must admit that the unseemly wrangle 
over the body of the dead boy was one 
of the most unfortunate, if not the 
most unfortunate, of the incidents 
which havo filled the minor history of 
the Inst few years. Deserted by a 
comrade who, although distinguished 

























only for the peculiar unctuousness 
of his cant, unfortunately represented 
at the moment all England iti rola- 
tion to the Prince, the calamity which 
followed seemed to demand something 
more than the expression of national 
sympathy for a bereaved mother, and 
the generel execration which fell on 
the English officer who bad forgotton 
or who despised the traditions not only 
of his service, but of his nation, But 
when we are brought face to face with 
tho matter stripped of all the com- 
mendable sentiment which arises ont 
of pity for those fallen from a high 
estate, and of the despicable sentiment 
arising out of reverence for the titular 
rank accorded by courtesy to the 
Prince Imperial, we are struck by the 
monstrous absurdity of the suggestion 
that Westminster Abbey, of all places 
in the world, should find room for the 
Bonaparte pretender. “Was ho a 
Bonaparte at all” might in the first 
place be reasonably asked by auyone 
who cared to remember that his fathor 
was ason of Queen Hortense, and a 
step-brother, if no closer relation, of 
the notorious Morny. This suggestion 
involves no mero idle scandal ; there is 
no longer auy doubt about the origin of 
the Emperor's dme damnée, and those 
who have well nigh forgotten the pages 
devoted to him by Kinglake where ho 
leads the shady company formed of 
“Morny, aud Fleury, and Maupas, 
and St. Arnaud, formerly Le Roy,” 
have doubtless had thoir vanishing 
recollections strengthened as thoy 
followed the career of Mora in Dandet’s 
Nabab. But admitting that the late 
Emperor of the French was indeod a 
Bonaparte, the veritable son of the 
temporary and upstart King of Holland, 
and granting too that the long succes- 
sion, according to a certain rule, of even 
imbeciles and criminals belonging to 
oue family, carries with it the right to 
sway tho destinies of millions of their 
fellow-men ; granting all this, the most 
enthusiastic believer in Divine Right 
would deny that the Bonapartes camo 
in any way under the operation of the 
principle. The world rang with their 
misfortunes because they fell from a 
great height. They reached that height 
by talent and fraud on their own part 
and through the cowardice, folly and 
servility of those they came to rule, 
And though one would touch with a 
gentle hand any such sore bereavement 
as a mother’s loss of her only son, that 
loss differed from a lot too common to 
mothers ouly in the circumstance 
that the agencies already enumerated 
bad once done their work and bad 
afterwards failed. Campaigns bave over 
been detestata matribus. To us a8 
Englishmen the fact must always be 
present that it was under the reign 
of Napoleon the Third and largely in 
consequence of his personal efforts and 
influence that England and France were 
drawn into the mutual friendship and 
sympathy which we trust will over 
bind these countries together. But it 
would be ridiculous to suppose that 
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anything beyond reasons of expediency 
guided tho ruler of France, or that if 
he had found it his interest to sustain 
and embitter the old jealousies and 
hatred, he would not have done so. 
‘Upon the score of dynastic friendship 
there was therefore but little to be 
said, while upon the score of inter- 
national friendship and comity there was 
much, but all adverse to the glorifiea- 
tion of the Bonaparte name. Certainly 
it is uo common thing for Englishmen 
to desert a comrade in danger, but such 
things happened even hefore the days 
of the pious Carey, and may happen 
again without anybody serionsly propos- 
ing to bury the victim in the midst of 
the mighty Englishmen which were of 
old, the meu of renown, Nor may we 
be blinded by the plea that the young 
prinee was nominally fighting on our 
aide. As regards our army he was not 
acombatant at all. His hardly disguised 
object in joining the expedition wns to 
obtain a sort of “confirmation” supple- 
mentary to the theatrical “baptism” of 
firo which was adroitly maunged for 
him at the opening of the Franco- 
Prussian war. Thus the claim of the 
Prince Imperial to a resting-place in 
Westminster Abbey, when reduced to 
its bare clements, depends solely on 
this; that at a certain date his father 
possessed sufficient strength of mind 
to porjure himself in the face of the 
world ; that a little later he found him. 
solf surrounded by resolute councillors 
who thought nothing of wholesale 
massacre, uot only of (so-called) insur- 
gents found in arms, but of prisoners 
who gave themselves up, and of mere 
spectators of the street butchery ; aud 
finally that success crowned all these 
vigorous efforts, In none of these, nor 
in all of them together, do we discover 
auy excuse for the persistence with 
which Dean Stanley opposed the general 
feoling of the English public. A fair 
consideration of them goes far to justify 
the violence that marks the poet’s 
assault on the churchman. 


























GLIMPSES AT FOREIGN REVIEWS. 

Reowe des Deux Mondes.—Epicharmus, 
the greatest of Dorian comic poets, who 
is credited with the reformation of the 
Syracusan stage, and the introduction of 
mythological and philosophical subjects to 
replace the gross buffoonery of the pre- 
historic comedy, furnishes M. Jules Girard 
of the Institute with the text for a long 
and elaborate, but not generally interesting, 
article in the 16th of August number. He 
is said to have been the inventor of the 
“parasite” who plays so important a part 
in the later Greek comedy. Little remains 
whereby-to form an independent judgment 
of his merits as a writer. His extant 
fragments are few and short, and we are 
therefore compelled to trust to the criticism 
of comparatively modern Greek and Roman 
authors. Even his date is doubtful, but 
he was born probably about the middle 
of the sixth century B.C. The island of 
Cos was his native place, and he came 
of a family of physicians. Driven to 
emigrate, or carried by his father who 





was so driven, he found a refuge in Sicily, 
where for many years he presented the 
curions spectacle of an apostle of philosophy 
disguised as a comic author. To him is 
due the terse and comprehensive rule of 
life, Remember to be distrustful”, which 
Prosper Mérimés’ adopted as his motto, 
and which few, it must be confessed, 
ever forget without regretting it.—English 
readers will hardly care for a review, 
however excellent, of Lord Minto’s Life 
and Letters, which has already been well 
threshed out by British monthlies and 
quarterlies, The generous words in which 
the author, M. Duparquet, closes his paper 
are, however, well worthy of being repro- 
duced. “Bitter recollections cannot fail 
to be associated in French minds with the 
memory of one who was Governor of Corsica 
during the English occupation of that 
island, and by whom as Viceroy of India 
the expedition was organised which snatched 
from us the Isle of France and Bourbon. 
But whatever may be our feelings we should 
blame ourselves did they prevent us from 
acknowledging the existence in a departed 
enemy of those qualities which have ever 
secured the respect and generous sympathy 
of all nations to whom truth is dear." —The 
interest of the number before usconcentrates 
itself in an article by M. Vacherot, of the 
Tastitute, on the three stages which, accord- 
ing to Comte, mark the development of the 
human snind in relation to its environment. 
‘The strength and weakness of the Comtist 
doctrine are very fairly set forth. One 
point which is systematically ignored by 
the opponents of positivism, and often 
forgotten by its advocates, is, that the 
positive school, whiledenying the possibility 
ofknowledge extending beyond phenomena, 
does not deny that there is a universal 
reality, an absolute and infinite transcend- 
ing all the limits of human powers of 
understanding. In other words, it declares 
that whatever may underlie and cause 
phenomena is inaccessible, but in asserting 
this it admits a belief in a universe which 
transcends human consciousn To this 
M. Vacherot does full justice. Comte 
founded his system on Bacon, who indeed 
is the only master he acknowledges. But 
so far as the law of the three stages 
is concerned, Turgot enunciated it or 
something almost exactly equivalent to it, 
forty years before Comte was born. Very 
few people read metaphysics now-a-days, 
but those who do, merely learn from the 
example of their authors what they might 
learn with less trouble from the principles 
of positivism, namely that speculations, 
however ingenious, when based on 4 priori 
grounds are absolutely valueless from a 
practical point of view. Theology and 
metaphysics have had their day. They have 
searched for and failed to find expression for 
the absolute. Theology begins by a dogmatic 
statement. Metaphysics reject this state- 
ment whatever it may be, and proceed by 
methods of criticism hich have never been 
acknowledged as valid by theologians. 
Positivism rejects every unverifiable hypo- 
thesis, and shuts off the domain of human 
its of the actually 
or potentially empirical. These then are 
the three stages in intellectual development 
—the theological, the metaphysical, and the 





















scientific, or, to render the contrast more 
marked by a dichotomous division—the 
metempirical and the empirical. But now 
the question arises whether, either in the 
individual or in the race, these stages are 
absolutely distinct. M. Vacherot thinks 
not; and in fact the positivist school has 
always left a door of escape open from the 
rigour of its formula, by acknowledging 
the impossibility of reducing the emotions 
to the rules derived from observation of 
the intellect. The nature-worships which 
we meet among barbarous tribes and at 
the dawn of civilisation in Asia, Egypt and 
Europe, are instances under the rule. A 
religion such as Christianity, arising largely 
out of an elaborated philosophy, has the 
reason for its existence in emotional require- 
ments. It is true that individuals and 
entire societies sink back into a true 
theological stage while professing Chris- 
tianity, and even degrade their religion into 
fetischism. But these instances of rever- 
sion need not affect the truth of the theory 
ofa historical development through time. 
It is true also that even in the # i 
stage, metaphysical and quasi 
elements may be detected, But in the 
first place, the stages must necessarily 
overlap to some extent, and in the next, 
‘M. Vacherot neglects the division of 
Comte’s theological period into fetischism, 
polytheism and monotheism. These aro 
not necessarily developed one out of the 
other, but, however progress may be 
made or reached, it is clear that 
monotheism must involve metaphysical 
and perhaps even scientific conceptions, 
No race, fur instance, could be monotheists 
without possessing the idea of order in the 
universe, for it is this alono which postulates 
the existence of one over-ruling mind. Tho 
conception of a kosmos-shaping powor 
would probably have been in all cases long 
floating and indistinct, until at length some 
‘one person gave definite form to it, On the 
other hand, this leaves unexplained a very 
important phenomenon, namely, that the 
farther we go back in the religious history 
of the highest (Indo-European) races, the 
smaller appears to have been the number 
of the gods worshipped. Wo suspect, 
although we do not now propose to 
expand Buckle’s theory, that in tracing the 
growth of religious, the most important con- 
sideration is the nature of the human 
family concerned, as affected not only 
by its innate peculiarities but by its 
persistent natural surroundings. ‘Turning 
now to the metaphysical stage, reached 
invariably by the more cultured of a race 
at a period when the less cultured are still 
plunged in fetischism or something little 
removed from it, Vacherot reproaches 
Comte with identifying metaphysics with 
the barren discussions of meaningless terms 
which made up the so-called scholastic 
philosophy, and the general worthlessn 
of which is made only more evident by 
the brilliant exceptions furnished by St. 
‘Thomas, St. Anselm, and perhaps some half- 
dozen more. Through the entire stretch 
of Greek philosophy speculation was never 
divorced from science, a proposition which 
is true enough, but the term “ science” in 
it is not used in Comte's sense. It is 
quite certain that a metaphysical way 
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of regarding even accurately observed 
natural phenomena marks but an insig- 
nificant progress towards scientific treat- 
ment, and from this point of view Kant, 
Schelling and Hegel fall equally under the 
ban of the positivist as pretending con- 
tributors to true knowledge. But when 
tho time is ripe for the construction of a 
metaphysie based on realities and not on 
logical abstractions, positivism will be silent, 
or rather will be absorbed in the new 
philosophy. Only, it must be remembered 
that this time will not arrive until the 
chasm between subject and object shall 
have been bridged over, and from this 
consummation we seem to be as far as ever. 

After all, so long as man is man he will 
speculate about the unseen, and will frame 
mysterious explanations of the mysteries 
which surround him. He will never be 
content to register phenomena and clas- 
sify them, and this is all that experience 
enables him to do. He frames an ideal 
of one sort or another, and persuades 
himselE that that is the real. ‘The lines along 
which his speculation travels will vary 
from age to age and from place to place, 
and these dominant tendencies are to our 
mind the conditions which in truth answer 
to Comte’s stages. His ideas of God, for 
example, will vary very widely according as 
scientific observation leads him towards the 
Bleatic pantheism which identified all the 
operations of the mind and substrata of 
the senses with the movements of an all- 
pervading intelligence ; or as emotional 
disturbance oxpresses itself in a religion ; 
or finally, as a metaphysical bins directs 
into incalculable curves his speculations 
on the nature and functions of a deity. 
‘The first-mentioned tendency will perhaps 
lead him to atheism, the second and third 
are both necessary in whole or partial 
combination in order to found a theism on 
a secure basis, For a metaphysical theism 
can never be popular, nor can an emotional 
theism ever be lasting.

—the troops have not come; others are 
spoken of as commanding equally large 
numbers. The point of rendezvous seems 
to be somewhere to the north or north- 
east of Peking: 

T hear that telegram has been received 
from. Marquis Tséug stating that the 
Russian Government gives China one 


month in which to decide upon the accept-! 


ance or rejection of the Russian demands. 
Probably it isa month from the time of 
the arrival of the Russian Minister and 
the opening of negotiations in Peking. 
Rumours are numerous and conflicting in 





relation to these demands. As nothing is 
known, it is not necessary to rehearse them. 

Business is very dull. The people are 
apprehensive of war, with all its fearful 
cousequences ; hence the merchants are 
unwilling to risk their money in large 
investments with such uncertainty of sales 
and danger of total loss. 

The last few days the weather has been 
quite cold. A slight frost at night has given 
Us a premonition of what will soon be 
upon us,

WEADIVosTOCE. 

Winter has already announced its coming 
by some cold days and night frost, but 
still the weather is clear and bracing. 

‘The harbour has presented a lively 
appearance during this summer, and I 
think Wladivostock has never witnessed 
the appearance of so much shipping before. 
I counted on one day eight sailing vessels, 
four merchant steamers, aud seven men-of- 
war. 

The troopship Russia arrived on the 
27th of August, having on board 990 men, 
a. general and officers to the number 
of about seventy, several fivld-pieces and 
two torpedo-boats, ‘The troops consisted of 
artillery and sappers, and the latter have 
been busy cutting roads in the environs 
leading to the several fortifications. 

We are getting rather stuck-up here, and 

arenot going to keep any low acquaintances, 
at least nothing under a colonel. Tempora 
mutantur, ef nos mutamur in illis, We 
have at present four admirals and three 
enerals in town, besides several other 
high commanding’ officers. Besides our 
admiral, we have Admirals Lessofsky, 
Stakkelberg and Aslambekoff. “Admiral 
Lessofsky arrived on the 30th of September 
in the Africa, and was recvived without the 
intended festivities, as he had intimated his 
wish in this direction. 

On his staff is the, at least in Russia, 
well-known author and officer of the Uhlans, 
Krestofisky, who, amongst other buoks, has 
written “The Mysteries of Petersburg” 
and a romantic description ‘of the Polish 
rebellion, the latter specially serving to 
make him popular in Russian circles, by 
its tono of enmity against the Polish 
nation. 

‘The Governor of the district, Genoral 
‘Tichmenieff, arrived on the 7th inst., 
and was received at the landing-stage b 
the Governor of Wiadivostock, and all 
the military officers at present here. He 
will leave in a few days for Possiet, in 
company with all the admirals. 

The ss. Wladivosteck, which arrived 
yesterday from Manka, on Saghalien, had 
the crews of the German brig Gustaf, 
Captain Johannsen, and the English barque 
Lord of the Isles, Captain Watt, on board. 
Both these vessels were totally lost, the 
first on the 23rd, and the latter on the 
28th of August, at Mauka, where they were 
blown on shore in a heavy gale, but happily 
all hands were sared. This, ‘I hope, will 
be a warning for sailing vessels not to 
accept charters for Saghalien at this time 
of the year, where these heavy gales are of 
daily dcourrence, and the absence of any 
harbours along the whole coast renders it 
still more dangerous for sailing vessels 
to anchor in the open roadsteads to 
load. Both these vessels were chartered 
by Mr. Semenoff to take seaweed to 
Chefoo. Even the Iludivostock had to 
Teave with only a very small portion of 
her cargo of seaweed in, being obliged to 
keep steam up nearly the whole time. 

‘Mr. Stillfried, the Yokohama photo- 
grapher, is at present doing some good 
business here, by beautifying us on paper. 
He has already turned several well-finished 
photos and groups out to a flattered and 
grateful public. 

One night last month the sleeping inhabi- 
tants were awakened out of their sweet 












































slumber by a heavy cannonading, and those 
who were venturesome enough to get out 
of their beds to ascertain the cause, were 
rewarded by the spectacle of a sham fight 
on the bay, where the ‘torpedo-boats were 
trying to attack the men-of-war, but on 
tieir perfidiousness being disclosed by the 
electric lights from the vessels, they Were 
received by thunder and lightning and had 
to “git.” ‘ 

‘The Lutheran chapel has at length got 
the long-expected minister, who arrived 
some days ago in the person of the Rev. 
Mr. Rumpeter. It isto be regetted that 
his reverence did not arrive in time to be 
present at the concert which was held on 
Puesday last at the above-mentioned 
chapel, and which consisted of selections of 
not very sacred music ! 

‘The following steamers have been here 
since my last, or are at present in harbour, 
Russian: Wladicostock, Le Grand Due 
Constantine, Courier. English : Antonio, 
Neaples, Shadwcan, Appin. Gorman : Octava, 
Malaga, Barcelona. Danish: Olaf and Orsted. 
OF these, the Antonio, Neaples, Shadwan, 
Octara, Malaga and Barcelona all brought 
Government stores from Cronstadt, and two 
other steamers, the Nordenand Nordsternan, 
aro still expected this year, 

‘Tho pheasants seem to intend to turn 
out in numbers this year, and cartridges 
are much asked for. Some brisk duck- 
shooting has been done by some of our 
local sportsmen, and the first woodeock was 
shot on the twelfth of September. Deer 
seem to be scarce, but are expected to turn 
up in about one month, just before the first 
snowfall, on their yearly periodical wander- 
ings from north to south. 

‘Pigers have this summer mado their 
appearance wear the villages, where they 
have done some mischief to the cattle, 
As these brutes never in the summer show 
themselves near civilisation, it has been 
taken asa sign of the scarcity’ of large gamo 
in the woods. 

Weather prophets have predicted a severo 
winter, on what grounds I will not prosume 
to say. But I hope the prophets will turn 
out to be false aud not honoured in their 
own country.

I observe the lament of your Newchwang 
correspondent, under dato of the 15th ult., 
with regard to the hard-heartedness of Sit 
‘Thomas Wade in endeavouring to procure 
the protection of an extra gunboat at 
Tientsin during the winter, owing to the 
remote possibility of trouble in the North, 
while poor Newchwang, ‘the only port in 
China that needs protection,” is left to the 
tender mercies of the Chinese, and while 
its devoted inhabitants aro surrounded by 
those fierce and gallant “soldiers,” tho 
“braves” of Honan. It would be such a 
pity, indeed it would, for an immaculate 
community like that of Newchwang to run 
the risk of being burnt or quartered, 
that I have a suggestion to make that 
perhaps may meet with the approval of 
the Chamber of Commerce at that port. 
‘We are in possession here of an institution 
called the “Customs Police force,” of which 
the Commissioner of Customs is Superinten- 
dent, assisted by two constables. Now wo 
can ‘spare this institution with great 
facility ; indeed we can give it away with 
all its belongings. Therefore would it not 
bo worth the while of the Newchwang 
community to make overtures to tho 
Superintendent for a removal, “lock, stock 
aud bartel” to their more pleasant clime? 
We have no doubt as to the willingness of 
the parties at this end to accede to any 
proposal, and it only remains for the 
trembling community in the North to come 
forward with a fair prospectus to avail 
themselves at once of our institution dad 
management, which will ensure them 
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protection of their lives and property, a 
clear insight into their own affairs, and a 
decided stoppage to all prospect of thriving 
trade. For the newest and most approved 
system of levying kkin can be introduced 
among other things, and thereby foreigners 
‘would become poorer and the Chinese richer 
ina shorter space of time than otherwise 
might be. Ican assure the good folks of 
the “Bean-cake Port” and the land of 
mercantile integrity, that they will learn 
much and gain nothing by the inauguration 
of the plan I suggest. Positively let them 
be persuaded that by the gain of the whole 
“piling” I mention, we shall not be the 
losers, and we desetve no thanks for our 
gonerosity. It is our sincere wish that 
this matter may have the early considera- 
tion of our northern friends, for we are in 
an awful hurry to get rid of the incubus 
here, and shall only be too happy to saddle 
anyone or anything with it, so long as we 
ean “get out” and breathe once more. 
If the Taotai here is so anxious to 
spend the $500, and at the same time the 
inducements from the North are such as to 
make him consider that “selling out” will 
be to his advantage, I have a suggestion to 
offer whereby he cau quit his coin “greatly 
to his credit That is to found a hospital 
for natives and foreigners, get his name 
up for humanity, and give our medical 
practitioner a chance to ventilate some 
pet theories, Or he might lighten the 
lckin, for I understand the funds for the 
support of the present “Customs Police 
Force” arederived from that fruitful source. 
Tf he did either of these two things, his 
name would indeed “ ring down the ages.” 
Alas! I fear it is too good a thing to even 
hope for, but I do think that if Newchwan, 

came forward at once and made a goo 

offer for our ‘Customs Police Force,” it 
would lend safety to their unprotected 
port during the coming dark, cold and 

langerous winter. 














FoocHOW, 

Mr. Edgar, the present Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Customs here, has been trans- 
ferred to Swatow, whero he is to take over 
charge of the Customs at that port, ad 
interim, during the absence of Mr, Huber, 
the present Commissioner there, who goes 
away on leave. 

‘The ingenuity of the native trader in 
successfully running combinations against 
the foreign merchant is well known, but 

erhaps hardly aufiiciently realised. The 
last thing we hear of is a projected guild 
among the tea-package manufacturers here, 
to regulate the number of houses engaged 
in the business, and the price at which the 
foreigner is to be supplied. But fortunately 
ono of the principal hongs engaged in this 
particular trade thinks that the proposed 
combination will do its members more harm 
than good, and in face of the determined 
opposition thus offered, the present attempt 
is likely to be abandoned. 

‘Phe assault upon the Rev. Mr. Sites at 
Yen-ping in December of last year, has no 
doubt been pictured to many of our readers 
as finally settled. Such, however, is far 
from being the case. ‘The affair, although 
now nearly a year has elapsed since it took 
place, is as far from being settled as it was 
months ago. It may therefore still interest 
our readers to learn something of what has 
been done towards effecting a settlement. 
‘We are given to understand that some time 
in August last, the Provincial Judge Yeh, 
(who is only holding an acting position as 
auch officer,) brought up before him the 
four mon who had been for a long time 
imprisoned in the city, and who were 
charged with being concerned in the 
rit Which occurred at Yen-ping. After 
examination, @ la Chinoise, of course, these 
heathens were found not to be the principals 
in the affair, (though we do not know what 

rrinciples led them to confess to their being 
implicated at all therein,) and were sen- 
tenced to be sent back to Yen-ping, there to 

















be whipped and cangued ; but weharehad no 
means of ascertaining whether this punish- 
ment was carried into effect or not. With 
their usual benevolence, the officials also 
came to the conclusion (?) that the Rev. 
Mr. Sites was wholly innocent of shooting 
anyone, or of even firing a gun, by which 
a man was said to have been wounded. 
Thinking to salve the matter over, and 
apparently as a salze to the wounds of Mr. 
Sites, the officials sent $100 to the U.S. 
oficials for Mr. Sites, politely requesting 
them to have the matter considered as 
settled (2), stating at the same time that 
they had paid (?) a like sum to the man 
who was said to have been wounded. This 
did not suit the views of the U.S. ofiicials, 
who have the matter in hand, and the 
Consul promptly returned the money, at 
the same time expressing his great dissatis- 
faction of the whole proceeding. 

Regarding the tea trade, settlements of 
Congou reported during ‘the week are 
rather smaller, and prices generally must 
be quoted somewhat easier. For Oolongs 
there appears to be a little more enquiry.

HONGKONG. 


A useful and important addition to the 
means of local intercommunication was 
commenced on the 19th ultimo, by the 
laying down of a submarine telegraph cable 
between the Kowloon peninsula and 
Vie ‘The locality selected for_ the 
crossing is the narrow strait between Hung 
Ham and Whitfield Police Station, which is 
well clear of the roadstead, and where there 
will be little or no danger of the cable 
being fouled by ship's anchors. 

Considerable alarm and excitement were 
created in Hongkong on the night of the 
19th ultimo. About nine o'clock what 
appeared to be a well-organised attack was 
apparently being made on Hung Ham, shots 
appearing to be fired from all points of the 
compass into the village and astrongfusilade 
seeming to be going on for some time. 
Inspectors Grey and Lindsay collected an 
armed party of about thirty policemen from 
the Central Station and the Police Chop, 
and proceeded to the scene of action with 
all possible despatch. War honours on 
this oceasion, however, were denied them ; 
nevertheless their vigilance is to be com- 
mended, and it is to be hoped that should 
occasion require their services they may be 
as promptly on the spot and as ready for 
action. The cause of the alarm, on 
investigation, proved of the most harmless 
nature, being simply the celebration of the 
wedding of one of the European employés 
at the Docks, in which the guests had 
allowed their too exuberant spirits to find 














vent in a display. of fireworks of rather 
more than the usjal dimensions, 

‘Mr. J. J. da Silva de Souza, a well-known 
and much respected member of the com- 
munity, died on the night of Friday, the 
2nd ult., after an illness of less than two 
days’ duration, The body was interred the 
following afternoon according to tho rites 
of the Roman Catholic Church, and the 
funeral was very largely attended. Mr. 
de Souza was head of the firm of De Souza 
and Co., printers, and possessed consider- 
able literary attainments, Ho was frequent 
contributor to the local Press. An article 
from his pen on the “Palmy days of 
Portuguese navigation in China” appeared 
in our columns on the 28th Sept., and was, 
we believe, the last article he completed, 
but at the time of his death ho was, we 
are informed, engaged on an essay on the 
‘Ancient and Modern Literature of Portugal, 
besides some other projects. He was a 
sound scholar and accomplished linguist, 
being conversant with Spanish, Italian, 
French, Latin, and Chinese, as well as 
English and Portuguese, For about ten 
years he edited the now defunct Echo do 
Povo, a Portuguese newspaper, which took 
‘a prominent part in the discussion of the 
Macao coolie trade. He was the author of 
Ensaio Litterario, and his translation of a 
French work on Siam was also well spoken 
of. Mr. de Souza was justly esteemed for 
his generosity and benevolence, which he 
exercised in a quiet, unostentatious, but 
very substantial manner, and his death at 
the early age of forty-four will be deplored 
by very many who benefited by his bounty 
a3 well as by his numerous personal friends, 
—Daily Press. 

‘A Judge's summons was taken the other 
day in Chambers under which the defendant 
in the case of Pitman v, Keswick and others 
(the case in which Mr, John Pitman, 
having been convicted of a falso and 
malicious libel on Mr, H, H. Nelson, Bank 
Manager, and being thereupon expelled 
from the Hongkong Olub, to restrain 
the Committee from arrying out the 
resolution), asked that Mr. Pitman should 
be called on to give security for costs 
before the trial proceeded. The motion 
was allowed to stand over, as affidavita 
were lodged that Mr. Pitman would be 
here or intended to be here by the 23rd, 
the date fixed for the trial. Within the last” 
few days telegrams have been received from 
Mr. Pitman, who is now in Japan, stating 
that heis detained there by urgent business, 
—The question has arisen on this matter 
whether or not proceedings in Chambers 
are private. ‘The point will no doubt be 
tested by the Press whenever worthy 
occasion arises. There has been a peculiar 
lige of conduct adopted by Mfr. Pitman’s 
friends and counsellors which somewhat 
irritates the community and the Pre: 
‘The case is one in which the Club, which 
is composed of the bone and sinew of 
society and commerce here, is virtually 
charged with collusion to oust an unpopular 
momber ; and the defendants desire every- 
thing to be done above-board so that those 
here and elsewhere may see what truth 
there is in this suggestion ; all the objection 
to the whole proceedings being in public 
comes from Mr. Pitman’s advisers.—Over- 
land China Mail. 












































NAGASAKI. 

Up to date (28rd October) the German 
barque Black Diamond, Captain Baade, 
had not arrived at Yokohama, for which 
port she sailed from here on the 29th ult. 

Daring the past week the intrinsic value 
of native currency has daily, almost hourly, 
deteriorated to an enormous extent, until 
at last quoted at 73 per cent. discount 
againstsilver, whilst at Yokohama they are 
reported to have fallen evenlower. 

The Portuguese man-of-war Mandoci, 
Commander Viarma, arrived from Shang: 
hai on the 16th Oct., and left on the 181 
en route to Kobe and Yokohama, In all 
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probability she will call again on her return 
to China, The Tamega, another new man- 
of-war of this nationality, is expected 
during the present year. ‘The Iron Duke 
left for Kobe at daylight on the 16th, and 
was expected to return on the 19th. ‘The 
Russian gunboat Morge arrived from the 
north on the 18th, and the U.S. gunboat 
Palos took her departure for Shanghai on 
the 21st. ‘The only man-of-war in harbour 
is the Morge, which vessel will shortly be 
taken on the Slip for repairs. The U.S.S. 
Richmond is expected about the end of the 
month.—Nagasaki Rising Sun, 





YOKOHAMA. 


‘That Japan cau afford to compete with 
any rice-growing country in the world, all 
other conditions being equal, is evidenced 
by tho statement of cost of rice production 
furnished by the Tokio Chamber of Com- 
merce, The average cost appears to be 
yen 2.45 per koku, and the average selling 
price, yen 4.45, so that the producers’ first 
profit is considerable. We, of course, deal 
with these prices as silver not paper rates, 
and proved upon the assumption that if 
rice has appreciated in relation to currency, 
silver has increased in value in the same 
proportion, Further, that in view of the 
satisfactory harvest aud large surpluses, 
tho value of rice for silver is unchanged. 
Under these conditions there is no reason 
why Japan should not be a formidable 
competitor to Saigon, Rangoon, and the 
other eastern rice ports; nor why large 
gums of specie should not annually flow 
into, this country to. encourage increased 
production and activity. Ordinary Japan 
rice at $5 silver per koku would command 
a large sale,—Japan Gazette, 























COREA. 


On the 22ud September the Ambassador 
Kin arrived here, sAfter a few days’ stay 
at Torai Fu, he left for tho capital on the 
26th, After his return from Japan, I 
observed the Governor of Torai Fu, the 
Bonsatsu-kan, and the Commissioner of 
Customs, frequently riding about in a 
jinriksha, It appears that the Ambassador 
made some discoveries whilst ho was in 
Japan, for it is said that he told Mr. Consul 
Kondo that he would stake his life to carry 
out his firm intention of bringing about a 
revolution in the system of government in 
Corea. I hope his resolution will not fail 
him. 

‘As to trade, owing to the extraordinary 
rise in the value of dollars in Japan, our 
merchants are not willing to sell muslin 
and other articles; they are also buying 
very little, as the Coreans do not lower the 
price they ask for their goods, notwith- 
standing the fall in value of Corean each. 
Consequently trade is very dull. However, 
this is tho time of year when business is 
always slack, and there will not be much 
improvement till after a month or so later 
on. Though the Coreaus aro aware that 
the difference in the prices of goods is 
brought about at times by the stocks on 
hand veing Inrgo or small, they do not 
know that it is ‘uso caused by the rise and 
fall in the value of dollars and cash; so 
that when, as at present, Corean cash are 
cheap in consequence of the dearness of 
dollars (?) they erroneously think that they 
alone pay high prices for what they pur- 
chase, and many merchants from the capital 
and other places are spending their time in 
hotels without making any purchases. The 
Corean cash are now at 24 por cont. discount. 

‘The Chamber of Commerce at this port 
has been dissolved, and under the advice of 
the Consul a new one is being organised 
consisting of thirty-five persons, only those 
who are merchants being eligible. The 
new body is now engaged in drawing up a 
new code of regulations, so as to correct 
the abuses which have gained ground.— 
Hiogo News. 














Peking Gazettes. 


ABSTRACT OF PEKING GaZErTES. 
September 18th,—With the exception of 
a short memorial from Yi Lu, Governor of 
Anhui, forwarding a half-yearly return of 
unsettled appeal cases, the whole of this 
day’s Gazetle is oceupied with a report from 
the Governor of Kiangsi answering at great 
length a charge made by some anonymous 
person that the people of the Tu-ch'ang 
district in that province are taxed in excess 
of the authorised impost on land. The 
details of this extra tax are minutely 
explained, and the memorialist shows that 
the additional impost, which only amounts 
to Tis. 359, has been levied under Imperial 
sauction for more than ninety years. ‘There 
is also an extra tax of a light amount which 
has for mauy years been passed to the mili 
tary account, but with these exceptions the 
charges of excessive taxation are untrue. 
A “subsistence money” fee of eight cash per 
string is also charged for clerical expenses. 
The anonymous memorialist also states 
that fees have been levied by yamén 
runners to secure a priority of hearing in 
civil suits. This practice was abolished 
some thirteen years ago. The Governor then 
proceeds to answer some specific charges 
of extortion, in which individuals are men- 
tioned by uame, pointing to a system of 
exacting fees for cart-hire and similar 
expenses incurred by runners in the serving 
of warrants aud the summoning of witnesses. 
September 19th.—Chung Kuang, Super- 
iutendeut of Customs at Kalgan,’ reports 
his return to Peking, and submits a 
statement of the duties collected by him. 
During a portion of his time he was acting 
for his successor, and the duties collected 
by him during that period are reported 
in a separate return, The memorialist 
himself actually took office on the 10th of 
September, 1879, and gave over charge on 
the 9th of April, 1880, a period of 218 days, 
during which time he collected Tis. 18,059 
in silver, aud 2,176 strings of cash. “His 
predecessor collected during the 142 days 
that made up the full year, Tis. 17,384, 
and 1,003 strings of cash, making a 
total for the year of Tis. 35,443 and 
3,180 strings of cash, the latter being 
equivalent to Tis, 2,120. The grand total 
was therefore ‘Ts. 37,563. The Kalgan 
Customs are rated at Tis. 2,904 regular 
assessment, and Tls. 40,557 surplus assess- 
ment, or altogether, ‘Tis. 60,561. ‘The 
memorialist’s total being Tis. 37,563, his 
collection on the surplus assessment is 
short of the proper amount by Tis. 22,997. 
The chief articles of produce that ‘pass 
Kalgan are tea from the south, 
and camel’s hair, furs, and leather from 
Kiachta, and after these commodities the 
tax on animals comes next in importance, 
‘The tea trade having fallen into Russian 
hands of late years, the native dealers have 
been ousted from the trade, and the goods 
carried by Russians pass the barrier without 
duty, The Russiz.1 trade is daily extend- 
ing, and that of native dealers is correspond- 
ingly decreasing, and the duty receipts on 
the great staples of tea, furs, and wool, fall 
off year by year. ‘The duty on animals has 
also fallen off this i 
lence of rain, w! 
impassable. He concludes with a prayer 
that the Board of Revenue may be called 
upon to deal with him leniently in estimat- 
ing the amount of the deficiency that he 
must make good, and quotes the case of 
his predecessors, who were only called upon 
to make good three-fifths of their deficit. 
September 20th.—The only memorial 
worthy of record in this day's Gacctte isa 
return of unsettled appeal cases submitted 
by Feng Yii-ch'i, Governor of Shénsi, for 
the half-year ending July, 1880. There are 
altogether three cases unsettled.

adhering to their respective versions of 
their story, the trath of which can only be 
established by the evidence of other wit 
nesses, who have yet to be sent for ; and the 
third is delayed by the -contumacy of the 
defeudant as well as by the absence of 
important evidence, 

September 2lst.—Memorial from Féng 
Yii-ch'i, Governor of Shénsi, on the 
subject of financial reform. Of the ten 
headiugssubmitted by the Board of Revenue 
in the mouth of March last, only seven. 
concern the province of which memorialist 
has charge. The first of these is the 
reclamation of waste land. On this subject, 
the memorialist has to report that the quan- 
tity of rateable land in the province of 
Shénsi is borne on the books as 305,964 
cling, or 4,629,235 acres, upon which the 
taxes should amount to Tis. 1,620,000 and 
upwards. A deduction has "to be made 
from this average of 4,602 ch’iny of military 
land, (i.e. cultivated by soldiers), which 
Jeaves a balance of 301,862 cl’ing. After 
the rebellion in 1861, the desertion of 
the people left much land lying waste, and 
in spite of repeated orders to them 
to bring their land under cultivation 
again, the deserted holdings were only 
partially re-occupied, for the labours of the 
people were unfortunately constantly inter- 
rupted by the re-appearance of the rebels, 
which caused them to abandon once more 
the land they had come back to till. In 
1872, after the suppression of the rebellion, 
the people gradually began to re-establish. 
themselves upon their land,andto resume its 
cultivation, until, iu 1876, about nine-tenths 
of the taxes at which the province is rated 
were collected. In 1877 and 1878 came 
the famine, and the taxation fell to eighty 
per cent. of the full amount. In 1879, a, 
good year followed, and the taxes on the 
land ‘that had not been abandoned 
amounted to 70 per cent. of the assessments, 
Last winter the acting Governor ordered a 
survey of the province to be made, which 
disclosed the fact that while in some 
districts there was no waste land at all, 
in others the proportion amounted to ten, 
twenty, forty, aud fifty per cent.; on an 
average throughout the province of some 
thirty per cent. Efforts are now being 
mado by assisting the poorer people with 
grants of money in proportion to the 
extent of their distress, to recover all the 
Jand that is lying waste, and thus restore the 
revenue to its proper footing. The memo- 
rialist is able to state that no monopoly of 
the powers of the executive by the gentry, 
or concealment of lands liable tu taxation, 
exists. Should abuses of the kind be 
discovered, the law shall be enforced with 
prompt and uncompromising severity. 

‘As regards the increase of remittances 
under the head of duties, he has to state 
that the duties collected by the Taotai 
of the circuit of T’ung-kuan Ting aud 

ng-chow, with those at San-yuan 
Hien, are ‘assessed under au old rating 
at ‘Tis. 17,974, which sum was aunually 
remitted until the rebellion in 1861, 
when, for sume years, application was 
repeatedly made for permission to abandon 
the collection of taxes at these stations, 
In 1877, the governor applied for permis- 
sion to remit whatever taxes he might 
collect without being tied down to a 
fixed sum, and in reply was informed by 
the Board that a term of three years, com- 
meneing with 1878, would be allowed for 
the restoration of the revenue to its old 
assessment, after which time tho full 
amount would be expected. The sum col- 
lected last year by the Taotai in question 
did not come up to Tis. 2,000, and the 
memorialist cannot pretend to say whether 
or no it will be possible to restore the 
revenue to its old amount within the 
time alloted by the Board. It is therefore 
perfectly hopeless to insist upon a remit 
tance in excess of this amount. As regards 
re-organisation of the lekin system, the 
memorialist has to observe that annual 





























returns of receipts and expenditure under 
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this heading have been submitted to the 
Throne from the year 1858 until 1878. 
‘The expenditure, it will be ‘seen from a 
comparison of these returns, is within the 
estimate of ten per cent. to which the 
Board limit the cost of collection. The 
stations are placed at all the important 
points ; there are no detached and isolated 
‘ollectorates, nor are there more than the 
necessary number of officers aud runners 
employed. Reductions in this particular 
are therefore not to be made. On 
foreign opium, two loti duties, amount- 
ing to Tis. 40 per picul used to be 
collected, as was the custom in Kansu, the 
returns of receipts being amalgamated with 
the returns of lekin on general produce. In 
1879 this duty was abolished by order of 
the Governor-General Tso, and the only 
likin now collected is that on general 
produce, the lekin on salt, which never 
amounted to much, being embodied in the 
general returns. In 1874, the lekin revenue 
was over Tis. 300,000, and in 1875 it still 
exceeded Tis. 200,000, but in 1876 it did 
not come up to that amount. The cause 
of this decline is to be aitributed to 
the famine and consequent falling off of 
trade, while the system of transit passes 
accounts for half the decrease. All that 
tho memorialist can do in this matter is to 
give strict orders for integrity to be 
observed in the collection and remission of 
receipts, punishing dishonesty witha heavy 
and. 

In the matter of the handing over charge 
by one oficial to another, and the settle- 
ment of his accounts by the out-going 
official, instances of defaleation were rare 
previous to the rebellion, but subsequently, 
frhen accounts became latge and more 
complicated, there were more case: 
doficient balances. Regulations to meet this 
difficulty were made some time since by 
Shao Heng-yit a previous Governor, whic! 
will continue to be enforced, and no officer 
will be despatched by the memorialist on 
special duty whose accounts are not clear. 

Roturns of expenditure, item by item are 
i le in a province like Shénsi, where 
come does not meet the expenditure, 
and which is dependent on other provinces 
for aid, not to mention the complication of 
returns caused by accounts with the army 
of the ndrth-west, but the memorialist will 
take caro thaé true returns of general 
expenditure are sent in. 

whe economies effected by discounts on 
payments and issue of anti-extortion allow- 
ances on the reduced scale laid down by 
the Board are faithfully made, but the 
amount thus obtained has to be applied to 
meet deficits under various headings.

28f sec., is no 
criterion as to the actual time he can do 
the distance in.—For the Jockey Cup, a 
much-coveted prize by all beginners’ in 
the saddle, more dependence is generally 
placed on the riders than the ponies. Mr. 
Fernando's Ellerslie, ridden by Mr, Veitch, 
was the favourite, and he won by less than 
half a length of Prince Charming, who 
was piloted by an oltice colleague of the 
winner, Mr. ‘Townsend, and as the pair 
returned to weigh in, the success of 
“Way-foong” was more than duly acknow- 
ledged.—The race for the Strath Plate wa: 
the most open event of the day. ‘The succt 
of First Clarinett for the Maiden Stakes 
made him, notwithstanding the differ- 
ence in the distance, the favourite, and he 
and Louis d’Or were taken against the field, 
Zip and Earl Hereward were fancied for 
places. It was a splendid race, Zip proving 
Vietorious by half a length, with Louis d’Or 
second, and Basuto third.—For the Racing 
Stakes there were only five competitors, the 
most noticeable absentees being Jolly Friar 
and Strathavon, both of whom were entered. 
Tajmahal was decidedly the favourite, but 
Strathaird’s achievements at the last meet- 
ing, combined with the fact that it was 
known he was in good condition, caused 



































him not to be despised, and it had 
also leaked out that Wild Rake was the 
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dark’un” from the “Wild” Stable. It was 
the closest finish of the day, Strathaird 
beating Tajmahal only by aneck.

in Braw Chiel’sstable companion, Tajmahal, 
who was the favourite in a field of six 
starters, among them being Strathaird and 
Daylight. ‘The time, 4min, 284sec., was half 
asecond less than Braw Chiel’s two miles 
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for the Club Cup. In the race for the 
Chau-Shang-Kink Cup, Mr. Tell obtained 
his first win on the course with his highly 
spoken of griffin Bast Wind, which was 
much fancied for the Maiden Stakes. For 
this event he was ridden by the celebrated 
Strath jockey, and he beat First Clarinett, 
the winner of the Maiden Stakes, and Zip, 
the winner of two races. His time for the 
mile was 2min. 94sec., which is very good 
indeed. Mr. Kerfoot won the Consolation 
with Wild Swf, against the largest field of 
the day.—There was an unusually strong 
field for the Champiois, including no 
fewer then four previous championship 
winners, who appeared to again try conclu- 
sions, but they had to yield the highest 
honour of the meeting to Prejudice, who 
won the race after a splendid struggle 
down the straght with Black Satin and 
Strathavon by half a length. The time was 
2min, 41sec. which is two seconds less 
than any recorded time for the same race 
at the Autumn meeting ; but 2min. 40 see, 
is threo times on record for the Champions 
at the Spring meeting. Prejudice thus 
proved himself the best pony of the mect- 
ing, and his owner was loudly cheered and 
demonstratively congratulated on his great 
success.—The meeting was brought to a 
close with the usual steeplechase, which 
again resulted in a match between Black 
Cloud and Spalpeen, though there were four 
other starters. Black Clowd this time beat 
Spalpeen, whereas at the Spring Meeting, it 
will be remembered, Spalpeen was success- 
ful against his now victorious rival.

They came round 
on pretty even terms, and took the jum; 

opposite the Stand sinnltaneously. Black 
Cloud then went away with a short lead 
of Spalpeen, and the pair raced all round 
again in the same capital style as they 
have done at previous meetings, and 
as they appei sight again at the 
“Natural,” near the Widow's Monument, 
First Horn was only taking the jump 
‘opposite the Stand, and he was shortly 
afterwards followed by Wild Mist.

REPORTED SHIPWRECKS. 

In a previous issue we mentioned 
that news had been received from Hako- 
date to the effect that the three sailin; 
vessels Lord of the Isles, Gustav an 
Aleut had been wrecked on the south- 
west coast of Saghalien, We now take the 
following from the Japan Gazett 

Ou the 12th Oct. the American steamer 
Courier, Captain Cooper, arrived in Hako- 
date from the north, and we are informed 
from a trustworthy source, she reports the 
loss of the barque Lord of the Isles and the 
German brig Gustav on the west coast of 
Saghalien, “Also, that a whaler was spoken 
‘up north, the master of which reported the 
loss of the exploring vessel Jeannette and 
two whalers, in the neighbourhood of 
Behring's Straits, the three ships having 
been crushed in the ice. 

_ The Lord of the Isles left Yokohama on 
ioth August for Nagasaki, there to load 
coal for Wladivostock. She made oue trip, 
then returned for another cargo of coal, and 
afterwards proceeded to Saghalien for a 
cargo of seaweed, when she encountered a 
severe gale and was driven on the coast. 

















Another vessel is also reported as having 


‘been wrecked in the same gale in the same 
neighbourhood. 

Regarding the Arctic explorer Jeannette, 
sent out by the proprietor of the New York 
Herald, this is not the first time her loss 
hhas been reported. The vessel was prepared 
to spend three years in the ice if necessary, 
without communication with the outside 
world, and therefore the reports of her loss 
hitherto have been regarded as idle. The 
New York Herald in reference to this sub- 
ject publishes a letter from Captain Hayes, 
adistinguished Arctic explorer, who says :— 

“I think it quite probable that she found 
a winter harbour on Wrangel Land, in 
latitude 73 degrees to 75 degrees, from 
which sho was very likely released in July. 
As to severity of the winter, supposing it 
to have been severe, that has nothing at all 
to do with the matter. In any case, she was 
frozen up by the ice, and whether the 
thermometer registered zero, or seventy 
below, is of no consequence. In a ship 
fitted as the Jeannette was, men can easily 
make themselvescomfortable, nomatter how 
cold it may be outside, aud the Jeannette 
was perfecily fitted, and Professor Norden- 
skjéld need not ‘have any anxiety on 
that score, as I personally know. If she 
remains away another year she has still 
more than ample supplies, and she will 
have bad luck indeed if bears, birds, seals 
and other animals are not made to contri- 
bute to the larder. As to her soundness 
and fitness for ico navigation, there was 
never a better ship. She was constructed 
for that express purpose and on the most 
approved pattern, She has mado three 
previous voyages and was additionally 
strengthened by her owner for the present 
oni 
although at times roughly treated by the 
ice she has invariably come off without 
serious hurt. She has one of the best 
captains our navy or any other could fur- 
nish—brave, intelligent, cultured, and 
what is more, a good sailor, a cool-headed 
man and a sagacious commander, Having 
gone out to reach the Pole, he is not likely 
to return until he has made a serious 
effort—he is not that sort of a man—and 
for that serious effort this summer was his 
only time, He necessarily must have hada 
poor show last summer, because he entered 
the ice late and had to feel his way. He 
will go into winter quarters next winter if 
not satisfied with his work this sum 
If he discovers that it is impossible to 
succeed he will do likewise; but in no case 
can anybody get at him to ask him what he 
is doing, and all the silly stories by whale- 
men can do him neither good nor harm. 
He will come home when he gets ready ; 
but this cannot possibly be, as I should 
think, before November.” 

Notwithstanding the incredulity of the 
American papers respecting the reported 
loss of the Jeannelte, itis to be feared that 
there is some truth in the statement. We 
shall probably hear further particulars 
npon the arrival in Yokohama of the 
Courier, whose captain, from what we hear, 
is impressed with the truth of the whaler's 
report of the crushing of the Jeannette. 

The Japan Herald, writing on the same 
subject, says :—We are indebted to Capt. 
Hubbard, of the M. B. M.S. 8. Toyoshima 
Muru, for a pieces of information which, 
however, will bea source of regret to all who 
hear it—we refer to the loss of the American 
Arctic discovery ship Jeannette. ‘Tho 
vessel will perhaps be better known, to 
Englishmen at least, as the Pandora. “She 
was an English-builé steamer of 420 tons, 
aud had already made several voyages to 
the Arctic regions under the command of 
her former owner, Sir Allan Young, the 
most noticeable of which was that under- 
taken in connection with the voyage of 
the Alert and Discovery. Shortly after 
her return from this last expedition, she was 

yurchased by Mz. James Gordon Bennett.

She sailed 
from San Francisco on the 8th July, 1879, 
and the last news received from her of 
which we can find any trace, was an 
announcement that she would leave Ounu- 
laska (one of the Aleutian Islands situate 
in lat, 53° 13' North, long. 167° 47’ East) on 
the Gh August, We aro unable to stato 
the exact route which the expedition, was 
to take, but it is evident, from ulterior 
events, that some news was expected from 
itthissummer. ‘The winter of 1879-80 was 
an exceptionally severe one, and early in 
the past summer apprehensions wore enter 
tained—in default of any intelligence from 
them—of the safety of the Jeannette and 
also of some whalers. Thisanxiety evidently 
increased as time wore on, ‘Two maila ago 
a paragraph appeared in'one of the San 
ancisco papers stating that the captain of 
‘a whaler just arrived from the north had 
expressed very grave doubts as, to hor 
safety, and in a poper received by tho last 
mail occurs the following :—‘' A’ despatch 
of Ist September, from Victoria, says that 
tho barque Malay, eight days from Ounu- 
laska, reports that the Jeannette is given up 
for lost on account of the soverity of last 
winter ; no tidings having been received of 
her, Authorities however are confident 
of her safety.” If, however, our latest 
news be true, the authorities’ confidence 
sas misplaced, and the gloomy forebodings 
already conceived have been confirmed. 
Shortly before tho departure of tho 
Toyoshima Maru from Hakodate, the 
‘American steamer Courier arrived in har- 
bour from her annual trip to the Siberian 
coast, Captain, Cooper, of, tho, Courier, 
reported to Captain Hubbard that a steam 
whaler had arrived in Petropaulovski, which 
announced that, according to information 
received from natives, the Jeannette and 
some whalers had been lost with all hands, 
having been crushed by the ice. There is, 
we fear, but little reason to doubt the truth 
of tho’ report, although the unreliable 
naturo of its source may perhaps encourage 
thoso who have friends in the expedition 
to continue to hope, even ayainst hope, 
until confirmation of the sad news 
arrives. Even if the crew should have 
temporarily escaped after the destruction 
of their yessel, there is but too much 
reason to fear that—especially if the disaster 
occurred unexpectedly—they have, like the 
members of Sir John Franklin's expedition, 
sunk slowly down one by one and perished 
ere reaching a plece of refuge. If the news 
be true, their memories will fill another 
niche ia the temple which has been 
mentally erected to the famo of those who 
for hundreds of years have fallen—some- 
times by scores at a time, sometimes 
weary and alone—martyrs in the cause of 
science. 














A NEW ROUTE TO CHINA. 

The approaching completion of the 
Madras harbour has led a gentleman of 
that town to consider the important ques- 
tion, how so important a work is to pay its 
way on the consummation of the under- 
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taking. The present revenue accruing from 
port dues and other charges at the port is 
set down at about Rs, 85,000 per annum, 
whereas the interest alone on the capital 
sunk in the harbour works is estimated, 
at 4} per cont., to reach Rs. 2,82,000 
por annum. Failing to perceive in what 
Wray the harbour is likely to give a sufficient 
impetus to the trade of the port to produce 
the larger revenue thus demanded, and 
bolieving that any great increase of port 
dues is calculated to have the undesirable 
effect of driving shipping away from the 
port, Mr. T. E, Marshall, Master Attendant 
af the port of Madras, has embodied in a 
mphlet a suggestion by carrying out 
Thich he believes Madras might be raised 
to the ‘prond position f a great commer- 
cial city.” ‘The scheme proposed deals with 
the opening out of a more direct communi- 
cation between India and China than 
that afforded by the existing trade route. 
“Madras, the highway from Europe to 
China,” the title of the brochure, marks 
tho proposed future lines of trade. The 
shortest route from Europe to China at 
esont used is that of the mail steamers, 
rom Bombay, vid Galle and Singapore. 
It is suggested, however, that by a small 
pico of engineering work a shorter route 
yht bo aiforded across the neck of the 
Malay Peninsula, so that, whore rapidity 
of transit was demanded, the course might 
bo from Bombay across to Madras, thence 
across the Bay of Bengal through the 
Malay Peninsula into the Gulf of Siam. 
‘All that is noodful for the success of th 
now scheme, according to its author, is a 
short canal, ten miles in length, joining 
the two rivers of the Malay Peninsula, tho 
Packhan and Champong. ‘The former of 
the tivo rivers, as is pointed out, is navi- 
able for a considerable distance, the depth 
in places being ten to twelve fathoms. The 
pamphlet goos on to stat 


Tho river debouches into the Bay of 
Bengal in Latitude 10° North, and separ- 
‘ates British Territory from that of tho 
King of Siam. The river at 
is two miles wide, and is navi 
considerable distance, the depth in som 
places being 10 to 12 fathoms. Tts banks 
aro densely wooded on both sides, and 
numerous amall rivers and creeks debouch 
into it, ‘Tho principal of these on Britis 
Territory is tho Maliwoon river, called 
after the town of that name. Maliwoon is 
noted for its tin mines, which are located 
on high hills about 12 miles from the 
entrance to the Pakchan river. Tho 
B.LS.N. Company's steamers call here 
once a month, anchoring sometimes five 
miles up Maliwoon Creek, and sometimes 
off Renong Oreck on tho Siameso side. 
The town of Renong, where the Rajah 
lives, ia xising in importance, and exports 
alarge qnantity of tin from the adjacent 
mi is town is in fortnightly steam 
communication with Penang and Rangoon. 
Fresh water and all kinds of provisions 
and firewood are obtainable here. 


‘Tho Champong river is not, used to the 
same extent, and would probably also need 
widening. At all ovents, it would seem 
that Nature has already provided the best 

rt of a waterway between the Bay of 

jongal and Gulf of Siam. Some ten miles 
of canal are all that is needed to connect 
the two. Unfortunately the pamphlet 
oes not go into any grest details. No 
estimate is attempted of the cost of the 
canal, and we are told nothing of the levels, 
while it is known that the country is 
mountainous. In any case, in order that 
such a canal may pay, it must be largely 
used for the transit of merchandise, and 
the cost and inconvenience of land carriage, 
involving breaking bulk, between Bombay 
and Madras, would effectually prevent the 
proposed route in its entirety being used 
for any but the lightest goods. The follow- 
ing are some of the advantages that ap- 
pointed out as likely to result from the 
cheme :— 






























The transit of the mails to Bombay and 
Madras would occupy 19 days; from 
Madras to the Packhan River and out of 
the Packhan Canal, say 1,150 miles, into 
the Gulf of Siam, 5 days ; from Champong 
Bay to Hongkong, say 1,315 miles, 54 days; 
294 days in all, or a saving of G3 days on 
the present route between England and 
China,— Englishman.

And the turning of the tide is not in sight 
anywhere. Ou the contrary, we are just 
beginning to extend our grand railway system 
into new and vaster wheat, corn, pork, cattle 
‘and cotton regions than those we have already 
utiliged. Kansas, Colorado, Nebraska, Dakota 
and Texas have still untapped resources 
that, when utilised as those of Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan and Ohio now are, will 
be sufficient to eupply the whole world of 
Europe with bread, meat and cotton, at rates 
which no other country can compete with 
successfully. Some of our American industrier, 
which have the outlook upon « most promise 
ing future, are as yet in their feeble infanoy, 
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Notably, viticulture in California, from which 
we may as confidently anticipate pre- 
eminent success, as Texas in the production 
of cotton or Dakota of wheat. 

While the United States are thus rapidly 
advancing in material resources and the 
accumulation of wealth, the Old World is 
either on a stand or’ retrograding.

$1,240,000,000 in’ 1879-80. She has since 
1875, lost $50,000,000 a year of her former 
trade with her colonies, and $112,000,000 a

WRECK OF THE ‘ SUSANNE GODEFFROY.” 


In the Newoastle, (N.S.W.), Morning Herald, 
we read of a terrific gale having visited that 
const in the latter, cud of September Inst 
during whieh th Susanne Godefroy was 
ruu ashore aud hecame a total wreck with the 
Joss of Captain Edmondson, and six mon, It 
appears that the dusanne Godeyroy, 1,119 
tons, had been Inid up iu Syduey harbour for 
a petiod of uearly three years, aud sho was 
recently caulked from the copper upwards to 
the wa 1d in other respects made fit 
again for sea service. She left Newcastle on the 
19th Sept. for Yokohama with a cargo of coals 
on beard. Alter leaving port, the weather, 
Which was at the time varied and threatening, 
appears to have taken a sudden change for the 
morse, wind and gea becoming wo heavy that 
the ship conld not be kept tothe wind, Under 
these circumstances it was decided to run 
back either for Syduey or some other Austra 
iau port, and it was while trying to make 
¢ harbour of Neweastle, and when fully in 
sight of port, tliat the captain resolved on the 
desperate attempt to save the lives of himself 
anil crew Ly beaching his vessel, ‘The ship 
took the ground abut 400 yards from the
